Here are the 
details: - 


The objective is to be running as fast a link as possible, preferably 
using tcp/ip over AX.25. The hardware at one end is a Sun IPX and an 
Amiga at the other end, (hopefully to be complemented with a Sun at 
some stage). The physical distance between the machines is about a 
mile with a near line of sight between them. Connection with other 
packet radio users is not required. 


Would using a pair of GRAPES modems coupled with directional (Yagi?) 
aerials be suitable? Or is there a better way of doing this? What 
frequency/frequencies should I use? I presume I would need a HAM radio 
license, and does anyone know how to obtain one in the U.K.
